THE KERALA SURVEY AND BOUNDARIES RULES , 1964 
1. Short title and commencement.- (i) These rules may be called the 

Kerala Survey and Boundaries Rules, 1961. 
(ii) They shall come into force on.... 
2. Definition : - In these Rules, unless the context otherwise requires 
(a ) " Act" means the Kerala Survey and Boundaries Act 1961 

(Act 37 of 1961) ; 
(b ) " Field mark" means the mark placed at the bends and tri 

junctions on the loundaries of survey fields and sub 
divisions and includes village boundary ,khandam boundary 

and other off set stones ; 
(c) " form " meansa form appended to these rules ; 
(d ) " section " means a section of the Act ; 
( e) " Survey mark " includes a field mark and a theodolite 

mark ; 
O " theodolite mark " n eans the mark placed at the stations 

where a theodolite is set up and observationsmade. 
3. Specifications of survey marks.- Survey ma ks shall ordinarily be 
stones of durable quality , namely , granite stones of the following des 
criptions and dimensions: 

( 1) Field stones. - Granite stones of durable quali y roughly 
squared ofapproximate dimensions 60 CM . X 15 CM . X 15 CM , with 
a coconut tree mark 1 CM . deep cut on the side. 
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(2 ) Theodolite stones. - Granite stones of durable quality roughly 
squared of approx mate dimensionsmeasuring 90 CM . X 20 CM . X 26 
CM . for Village Boundaries , 70CM . X 20 CM.x20 CM . for Khandom 
and minor circuits with a plummet hole 1 CM . deep cut on the top and 
a coconut trce mark 1 CM . deep cut on one side. 

The survey marks which have been duly planted under proper 
authority before the commencement of these rules shall be deemed to 
be ofthe prescribed description and size. 

4. Symbol for identification. The following symbols shall also be cut 
on Theodolite and field stones to facilitate identification : 

(a ) on a theodelite stone at a village trijunction, a triangle one 
CM , deep enclosing the plummet hole ; 

(b ) on a theodolite stone at any other point on the village boun 
dary, two parallel lines one CM . deep , one on elther side of the 
plummet hole and parallel to the boundary line;. 

(c) on a theodolite stone on a khandom boundary, a circle one 
CM . dcep enclosing the plummet hole ; 

(d ) on all other theodolite stones a plummet hole one CM . deep 
in the top ; 

(e ) on a Field stone on the boundary of a village plus mark ( + ) 
one C.M. deep on the top , and 

(f) all survey marks erected during town survey shall have in 
addition to the above marks a square of 7 CM . side cut one C M. 
deep on the top . 

5. Symbols on survey marks on frontier boundaries.-- ( 1) In the 
case of survey marks on the frontier boundaries, symbols of the neigh 
bouring States shall also be cut on the respective sides. 

(2 ) The stones erected by other Departments on boundaries of 
lands may be recognised as survey marks if the proper symbols as provid 
ed under rules 3 and 4 are cut on them and if their specifications are 
not below those described under rule 3 . 

6. Survey marks on rocks.- When stones cannot be planted owing 
to the position of a survey mark falling on a rock , the survey mark 
shall be cut on the rock. Squares of 20 CM . side or 15 CM . side 
shall be chiselled on the rock , and the Coconut tree mark shall be cut 
adjoining the square. The distinguishing symbols mentioned in rule 4 
shall also be cut inside the square according to the nature of the 
boundary: 

7. Survey marks in special tracts.- (1 ) In low -lying lands and 
back-waters, the sizes of the theodolite stones shall vary from 150 CM.X 
20 CM.x 20 CM . to 250 CM . X 20 CM . X 20 CM . according to the 
needs of the locality and field stones shall be of dimensions varying 
from 100 CM.x15 CM . x12 CM . to 200 C M.x15 CM . X 15 CM . 
according to the needsof the locality. 

(2 ) When water in the low lying lands and backwaters is too 
deep even for stones of the size mentioned in sub rule (1), hard and 
stout coconut stemswith the coconut tree mark painted in tar on the 
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side near the top, shall be planted firmly so that a length of atleast 
one metre may be buried under the ground and a length of above 
50 CM .may be visible above high water-level. 

(3) In exceptional cases, where survey marks of the prescribed 
quality and dimensions cannot be obtained at reasonable cost, the 
Director of Survey and Land Records shall for reasons to be recorded 
in writing prescribe suitable survey marks. 

LAND RECORDS MAINTENANCE, 
8. Maintainable surowy marks: (1) Tbc maintainable survey 
marks shall be the following : 

(a ) all theodolite stations; 
(b ) all bends for the boundaries of survey fields; 

(c) trijunction of Survey fields, ends of G lines, or base 
lines , and in the case of Government Land , bends also on its 
boundaries. 
(2) A survey mark shall be deemed to require repairs: 
(a ) When it is out of the ground, or is buried less then 2/3 of 

its length or is completely under the surface of the ground ; 
(b ) when it is out of its correct position ; and 

( c) when it is covered with vegetation . 
9. Inspection of Surveymarks :-Any Survey Officer shall be compet 
ent to inspect all the maintainable survey marks. When a survey mark is 
found to require renewal or repair, the Survey Ollicer shall issue 
notice under sub section (2 ) of section 15 in Form No. 1 to the 
concerned registered holder . 

10. Report of the Village Official about damaged Survy marks :- The 
report of the Village Oificial under Section 17 shall be made to the 
Taluk Surveyor or the Revenue Inspector by an entry in an inspection 
register to be submitted periodically . 
11. 

Service of notice :-All notices and communications required 
under the Act shall be in writing. In the absence of the registered 
holder on whom the notice referred to in rule 9 is to be served, 
service may be effected by delivering the notice some adult 
member of his family at his usual place of residence or to his autho 
rised agent or by alixing it on some conspicuous part of his last 
known residence or on the land to which the notice relates. When 
service is effected, the serving officer shall note themethod of service on 
the original of the notice. 

12. Renewal and repair on failure of registered holder:-If the registered 
holder of any land fails to carry out the repair or renewal within 
the period specified in the 1 otice, the Survey Officer shall renew or 
Tepair the survey marks at Government cost, which will be recovered 
later from the registered holder of the land in the manner specified in 
Rule 17. 

13. Cost of reneral and repair of survey marks :--The cost of renewing 
a missing sone or repairing a stone shall be according to sub rules 
(b ) to (d ) of rule 85. 
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14. Apportionment of costs :-The cost of the renewal or repair of each 
survey mark shall be apportioned as laid down in Rule 85 (e). 

15. Maintenance of Survey mark on the boundary between Government lands 
and Private lands :-In the case of a sur ey mark on the boundary bet 
ween Government lands and private lands, the registered -holders of 
private lands touching the survey mark shall be responsible for the 
maintenance of the survey marks on the boundary . 

16. Orders under Section 15 ( 1) to be communicated by the Tahsildar : 
Orders passed under sub section (1) of Section 15 imposing charges 
for renewal or repair of survey marks shall be communicated to the 
registered holder in Form No. 2. Where orders are passed by officers 
other than the Tahsildars concerned, such communication shall be 
made through the Tahsildars concerned . For this purpose the notice 
shall be prepared in duplicate and the Tahsildar shall after serving the 
notice on the registered holder, return the orginal to the officer issuing 
the notice. 

17. Recovery of charges for renewal or repair of Survey marks:—if no appeal 
has been preferred or if an appeal has been preferred, after orders are 
passed on that appeal, the authority concerned shall issue a notice to 
the 

or repair of survey marks through the Tahsildar ofthe Taluk in 
which the land is situate. For this purpose the notice shall be prepared 
in duplicate and the Tahsildar shall after serving the notice return the 
original to the Officer issuing it . Another copy of the notice shall also be 
sent by the Officer issuing it to he Tahsildar who , shall take steps for 
the .ecovery of the amount after serving the notice as aforesaid . 

18. Verification and maintenance of State boundaries forming boundaries of 
forests:-(1) Whene er the State boundary forms the boundary of a 
Reserve Forest, or Private Forest, the Divisional Forest Officer, within 
whose jurisdiction the Reserve Forest or Private Forest is situated , shall 
be responsible for periodical joint inspection of such boundary with 
repre entatives of the bordering States . 

(2) The notes of joint inspection with illustrative sketches showing 
the position of surveymarks inspected , shall be forwarded to the Assi 
stant Director of Survey and Land Records having jurisdiction who 
shall make arrangements for attending to the repair or renewal of the 
stones jointly with the authorities of the neighbouring States after the 
estimates are got approved by the respective Governments. 

19. Verification and maintenance of State boundaries in other cases: 
In all other portions of the State boundaries, the Tahsildar concerned 
shall be responsible for periodical joint inspection with the authorities 
of the neighbouring States. The joint inspection reportwith illustrative 
sketches showing the positions of survey marks inspected , shall be 
prepared and submitted to the District Collector with estimates for 
cx cuting repair an renewals of survey marks necessary. After the 
e timates are got approved by the respective Governments, the main 
tenance of survey marks shall be attende I to by the maintenance staff 
of the Taluk, alter observing necessary formalities under the Act. 

20. Charges for the repairs and renewals of the State boundaries : 
The bill of charges for the repairs and refewals of survey marks on 
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state boundaries shall be submitted to the concerned District Collectors 
for further action . 

21. Inspection and maintenance of survey marks on lands under the control of the 
Central Government . The inspection and maintenance of survymarks o.. 
the lands under the control of th CentralGovernments al be atter.ded 
to jointly by both the Governments in consultation with th : Revenue 
authorities . 

22. When to make fresh Sub-divisions. - A fresh sub-division in a srvey 
field or sub- division thereof may be created in the following circum 
stances : 
( 1) (a ) When a s.rvey field or a sub -division of a survey fild is 

to be further sub-di ided as per rules for joint- registry or 

transfer of registry . 

(b ) When a transfer of registry ofa portion ofa survey number 
or sub-division is to be made as per the Kanam Tenancy Act, 1955. 

( 2) When portions f survey fields or sub- divisans are leased out 
under the rules for the issue of mi ing leases, and when portions of 
surveyed Government lands are leased out for a period of 12 years 
more. 

( 3) When Government lands are transferred from assessed to un 
Assessed and vice -versa. 

(1) When a new sub-division has to be created under the Kerala 
Land Acquisition Act, 1961. 

(5 ) When a sub-division has to be effected for transfer of Govern 
ment land to the control of a Local Body or any Department ofGovern 
ment. 

(6 ) When a sub -division has to be made under the Kerala Land 
Relinquishment Act, 1958 to write off land tax alter acceptance of the 
Relinquishment by the District Collector. 

(7 ) When a sub -division has to be made for classification of land 
for the purpose of land revenue assessment, 

23. Procedure for effecting a sub-division . -- In cases of fresh sub division 
under clause (2 ) 10 (7) of rule 22 the p ovisionsof3ctions 6 , 7 , 9, 10 , 11 
and 13 shall be followed . The notice und sub -section (2 ) of secon 
9 shall be in Form No. 4 and the notice under sub -section ( 2) of Section 
10 or sub section ( 2 ) of Section II shall be in Form No. 5 . 

24. Measurement of new sub -division by Village Assistant where no 
special agency is employed . Whenever a new sub-division has to be 
created under rule 22 and wherever a specialagency is not employed , 
the Village Assistant shall measure the proposed sub-division on the 
ground . But no sub -division shall be measured in respect of cases for 
transfer of registy, unless there are clear and well detined boundaries 
at site, showing the limits of the new 

sub-division . Every applicant 
for the transfer of registry shall remit a sub-division fee prescribed 
under rule 92. On receiptof application , the Talisildar shall forward 
it to the Village Assistant after registering it in a reg ster of new sub 
division cases. The Village Assistant shall measure the new stb . 
division boundary according to its alignment as seen on ground, alter 
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issue of intimation to the parties in Form No. 6 , prepare a regular 
sub-division sketch and sub -division statement in duplicate in Form 
No. 7 and submit them to the Tahsildar through the Taluk Surveyor , 
Town Surveyor or Revenue Inspector as the casemay be. The 
signature of all the parties involved in the sub -division case , in token 
of their approval of the extent and boundaries of the new sub -divisions, 
shall be obtained in the sketch and the sub-division statement. 

25. No Jurable demarcation of new sub-divi in to be made in certain 
cases .-- No durable demarcation of the new sub -divisions need be made 
in respect of the cases following under sub rules (1) and (7) of rule 22 
and in all other cases durable demarcation shall be compulsory. 
DEMARCATION AND SURVEY OF REGISTERED 

BUT UNSURVEYED SUB -DIVISIONS 
26. Extent of application . The rules under this Part shall apply to 
cadastrally surveyed fields and not to minor circuits within which such 
unsurveyed registered holdings are situated. 

27. Request for demarcation of registered lands. - When the registered 
holder of a settlement or post settlement or current pokkuvaravu sub 
division which has not yet been demarcated and surveyed , applies for 
the demarcation and survey ofhis land, it shall be done at his cost. 
The application for the purpose shall be made in Form No. 8 to the 
Tahsildar of the taluk in which the land situated . 

28. Rates of Survey charges .-- Survey and demarcation charges and 
charges for survey and demarcation under rule 27 shall be deposited in 
advance by the applicant at the rates specified below :-- 
(a ) When the area to be surveyed is one acre or less, 

ten rupees ; 
(b ) When the area to be surveyed is more than one acre , 

ten rupees for the first acre and one rupee for every 

additional acre or fraction thereof. 
provided that in cases where the above rates are inadequate owing to 
the heaviness of work involved on the demarcation and survey, the 
Tahsildarmay fix higher rates according to the special circumstances 
of the case in consultation with the Superintendent of Survey and Land 
Records of the District. 

29. Notice by Tahsildar. - The Tahsildar shall, after determining 
the charges to be levied , issue a notice to the applicant in Form No. 9 
informing him ofthe amount to be deposited . 

30. Refund of Survey Charges . The survey and demarcation charges 
shall be remitted into the treasury under the appropriate head of account. 
The survey charges shall not be relunded unless the work could not be 
done owing to the original survey records being incomplete or discre 
pant or due to other causes. In such cases, the Tahsildar shall report 
the matter o the District Collector and get his sanction for the refund 

31. Failure to deposit survey and demarcațion charges. - If the applicant 
fails to reposit the survey and lemarcation charges within the period 
prescribed in the notice, the application shall be rejected , 
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32. Issue of notice on deposit of charges. If the amount is deprsited, 
the Tahsildar shall forward the application to the Taluk Surveyor or 
Town Surveyor or Revenue Inspector as the case may be for demarca 
tion and survey of the landswho shall issue notice in Form No. 6 to 
the applicant and also to the registered holders of all the unsurveyed 
sub -division within the survey number or surveyed sub number, conta 
ining the registry, to be surveyed and dema cated . 

33. Preliminariess for Sub-Division Survey.- Before undertaking sub 
division of any unsurveyed revenue field , the boundaries of the survey 
field or its surveyed sub-division containing the unsurveyed revenue 
field must be refixed according to existing records ofmeasurements,and 
necessary repairs renewals of survey marks carried out. Then all the 
unsurveyed revenue sub-divisions or fields falling within the boundries 
of the refixed survey field or its sub -division must be surveyed and the 
applicant shall be liable to pay fees for the whole area of the survey or 
revenue numbers so surveyed. 

34. Demarcation of new sub -division boundaries in accordanewith Gover 
ment records etc. - Sub -division boundaries which are to be newly demar 
cated shall be demarcated and surveyed in accordance with the 
Government records and documents of title wherever such records and 
documents indicate the measurement, extent and shape of the sub 
division to be made, and in the absence of such records and documents 
the boundary shall be demarcated and surveyed in accordance with the 
limits of enjoyment as seen on the ground . 

35. Parties to provide new survey marks, etc .--For measuring sub-division 
lines and interior lines, the concerned parties shall provide new survey 
marks and necessary labour, failing which , the work shall be carried 
out at the cost of the Government in the first instance and the same 
shall be recovered from the amount deposited by the party. 

36. Submission of sub-division sketches etc., to -the Tahsildar. - The Taluk 
Surveyor or other authority concerned shall measure the sub-division 
and prepare the sub -division sketches and necessary sub -division 
stataments in duplicate and submit them to the Tahsildar with the 
served copy of the notice in Form No.6 and the bill of cost of the work . 

37. Complaints to be disposed of by the Tahsildar. - Complaints received 
during the course ofthe survey and demarcation shall be enquired into 
and disposed of by the Tahsildar . 

38. Tahsildar to issue notice of completion of surrey . - The T..hsildar shall 
issue notice of the completion of the survey in Form No. 4 to all the 
parties affected by the survey. 

39. Appeal to the Superintendent of Surrey an ! Land Records. - Appeal 
against the orders of the Tahsildar shall be to the Superintendent of 
Survey and Land Records of the district whose decision shall be final 

40. Superintendent of Survey and Land Records to issue revised notices. 
After the disposal of the land complaints, the Superintendent of Survey 
and Land Records shall issue the revised records the Village officers 
through the Tahsildar. The changes if any resulting from the survey 
shall be incorporated in the revenue records atthe time of Jamabandy. 

41. Procedure for sury of settlement sub divisions rehih are porombokes. 
When settlement sub -divisions which 

are por ambokes remain 
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unsurveyed in fields already surveyed , they shall be surveyed and 
demarcated as provided hereunder . 

(i) The poramboke sub -division in a survey number of revenue 

field shall be surveyed first, as seen on ground. 
(ii) When the poramboke sub-division shown in the divide 

sketch in one portion of the survey number or revenue 
number lies in a different portion, demarcation shall be 

according to the existing position of the poramboke. 
( iii) The demarcation shall be confirmed according to the exi 

sting shape of ground in the following cases, namely : 
( a ) If the area calculated is the same as the settlement area 

though its wid.h is more or less than the width recorded 

in the divide sketch , and 
(b ) If the area calculated is more than the area recorded in 

the settlement register and if the width is not greater 

than the width recorded in the divide sketch . 
(iv) If the existing area and width are less or g, eater than the 

settlement area and the divide sketch measurements, the 
whole survey or revenue field with the poramboke and all 
other sub- divisions in it shall be surveyed according to ex 


isting limits. 


(v) If the area of the next adjoining sub -divisions shows any 

excess, that excess shall be added on to the porainboke and 
treated as encroachment as far as there is deficit in the re 

corded area of the poramboke. 
( iv) When the whole of the poramboke sub-division of any sur 

vey unmber or revenue field as seen on ground lies in the 
adjoining survey or revenue number, the poramboke sub 
division shall be demarcated within the survey number or 
revenue number defined as per the settlement register, so as 
to cover the settlement areas and by the side of he existing 

poramb, ke. 
42. Basis for demarcation of sub-divisions acquired under the Land Acquisi 
tion Act. - In the case of sub- divisions acquired by the Government 
under the Land Acquisition Act, but not yet surveyed and demarcated , 
themeasurement sketch in the land acquisition , file or in its absence 
the extent acquired or other revenue records available, shall be the 
basis for demarcation . 

43. Application for pointing out boundaries of registered lands already 
jurveyed and demarcated. Application for pointing out boundaries of 
registered lands already surveyed and demarcated shall be made by the 
registered holder in Form No. 10 to the Tahsildar of the Taluk in 
which the land is situated . 

44. Fee for pointing out surveyed boundaries. ---For pointing out boun 
daries, fee shall be levied at the rate specified in Rule 94. 

45. Notice to remit fees.— The Tahsildar shall issue a notice to the 
applicant, in Form No. 11 directing him to remit the required fee. 
Alter the prescribed fee is remitted, the Tahsildar shall forward the 
application to the survey officer who shall attend to the work. 
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46. Failure to deposit fees. If the applicant fails to deposit the fee 
within the period prescribed in the notice in Form No. 11, the applica 
tion shall be rejected . 

47. Refund of fees. - The fee shall not be refunded to the applicant, 
unless the Tahsildar finds that the work could not be done owing to the 
original survey records being incomplete or discrepant or due to other 
unforeseen reasons. In such cases, the Tahsildar shall obtain 
the sanction of the District Collector for the refund. 

48. Notice to the applicant and pattadars of adjoining lands.- Notice in 
Form No. 12 shall be issued to the applicantaswell as to the pattadars 
of the adjoining lands by the Survey Officer attending to the work 
before the work is started . 

49. Failu e t) comply with the notice under rule 48.- If the applicant 
fails to produce necessary survey marks or coolies for the line clearance 
inspite of the notice issued in Form No. 12, the application may be 
returned by the Survey Officer to the Tahsildar stating the above 
facts , and the Tahsildar shall be competent to reject the applicat on for 
such defaults on the part of the applicant. The applicant shall also 
forfeit the amount deposited by him in case his application is rejected . 
Complaints on the question whether therehas been a default 

all be 
enquired into and disposed of by the Tahsildar and his decision thereon 
shall be final. 

50. Pointing out or refixing boundaries by the Survey Other - The Survey 
Officer shall point out or refixing the boundaries according to the 
existing records of measurement. The renewals and repairs of survey 
marks shall be executed by the survey efficer and a refixing sketch shall 
be prepared and kept in the file . 

51. Notice of Completion of work . — After the application and records 
are received from the survey officer the Tahsildar shall issue a notice in 
Form No. 13 or Form No. 14, as the case may be, to all parties affected 
by the survey, about the completion of the work. 

52. Appeals against refixing boundaries. - Appeals against the refixing 
work done by the survey oflicer shall be preferred before the Superin 
tendent of Survey and Land Records of the district within a period of 
three months from the date of service of the notice in Forma No. 13 or 
Form No. 14 , as the case may be. The decision of the Superintendent 
of Survey and Land Records in the matter shall be final. 

CORRECTION OF PREVIOUS 

SURVEY MEASUREMENTS . 
53. Correction of chain survey measurements. The survey measurements 
already recorded by the process of chain survey, shall be corrected , it 
the error found on verification exceeds the following limits , Daniely : 

Five links for a distance of 5 chains and unter and not morc 
than one link per chain for distances over five chains subject 
to a maximum of 10 links in wet lands and 20 links in dry 

lands, 
54. Correction of theodolite swwwy measurements.- ( 1) In the case of 
theodolite surveys, the recorded angle as per p evious survey shall be 
corrected, if the angle observed at the same station diffor by more than 
three minutes. 

G ; 1079. 
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(2 ) The limit of tolerance allowable in linear measurements of 
a theodolite traverse survey shall be as follows: 

For distance of 100 links or below One link. 
For distance above 100 links upto 
and including 500 links 

Two links. 
For distance over 500 links 

Ono link for every addi 

tional 250 links, 
55. Discrepancy to be removed as per actual measurements on ground . If the 
difference between the recorded measurements for a common boundary 
does not exceed the limits prescribed under rule 53 or rule 54 , the discre 
pancy shall be reconciled as per actual measurements on ground. 

56. Limits of error in the case of recorded areas of fields or sub -divisions. 
In the case of recorded areas of fields or sub- divisions, the limits of 
error shall be as follows: 

(a ) In the case of survey fields or sub- divisions in the former 

Travancore area, five cents upto 5 acres and one per cent 

above five acres of registered extent 
(b ) In the former Malabar Taluk of Palghat and vana 

10 % of the registered extent 

(c) In other cases, 5 cents per acre of registered extent. 
57. Correction of measurements except in the case of state boundaries.-- The 
measurement found wrong as per the preceding rules shall be correc 
ted in the following manner except in the case ofmeasurements on the 
State boundaries. The Village Assistant or Survey Officer shall have 
power to enter upon any land falling within his jurisdiction and exa 
mine whether any recorded measurement in the previous survey is 
erroneous. 

58. Correction of chain survey measurements to bemade with the sanction of 
the superintendent of survey and land records.- ( 1) No correction or addition 
or omission to te existing linearmeasurements in the final records of 
survey of a field surveyed under chain survey method shall be made 
without the sanction of the Superintendent of Survey and Land 
Records of the district and without issue of notice in Form No. 14 to 
the registered holders concerned . 

(2) Having satisfied himself by field verification of the discrepan 
cies in linear measurements and after issuing notices in Form No. 14 
to the concerned registered bolders and after disposing of their objec 
tions if any raised in the matter, a Survey Officer shall in necessary 
case prepare a draft memo of alterationswith illustrative sketches and 
submit it to the Superintendent of Survey and Land Records through 
the Tahsildar for sanction of the proposals for alterations. The Super 
intendent Survey and Land Records of the istrict may sanction the 
proposals and order necessary changes in the records of survey and 
settlement. 

59. Sanction of Government necessary for correction of District or Stole 
brundary.- Wherever the correction ofmeasurements involves any change 
in he District boundary or State boundary , instead of the Superintend . 
ent of Survey and Land Records, the Government shall be the 
eompetent authority to sanction the alteration of measurements. 
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60. Sanction of District Collector or Assistant Director necessary in certain 
cases.- Whenever the correction of measurement involves a change in 
the existing area of the field or its sub-division by more than 5 % , the 
area in the memorandum of alteration shall be checked and certified 
as correct by the Superintendent of Survey and Land Records of the 
district and the District Collector shallbe the competent authority to 
sanction the alteration of area. No correction to the existing measure 
ment in the theodolite survey records of town survey records 
shall be made without the previous sanction of the Assistant 
Director ofof survey and Land Records having jurisdiction 

over the area. 
When corrections are found necessary, a

the Assistant Director of Survey. The Assistant Director 
of Survey shall, on receipt of the draft memo of alterations, scrutinise 
them and having satisfied himselfof the necessity for the correction , 
Whenever the corrections involve change in the recorded areas of fields 
or sub -division , the Assistant Director shall after technical scrutiny, 
forward the memorandum ofalterations to the District Collector for 
sanction and ordering the changes in the concerned records. 

61. Procedure for alteration of recorded areas. - The following proce 
dure is prescribed for the alteration of a recorded area : 

The field shall be remcasured and area recomputed by the Survey 
Officer. If the difference between the recorded and recomputed areas 
exceeds the limit prescribed in rule 56 , a Memorandum of alterations 
shall be prepared by the Survey Officer and submitted through the 
district for technical scrutiny. On receipt of 
Tahsildar to the Superintendent of Survey and Land Records of the

shall issue notices in Form No. 14 
to the concerned registered holders. After disposal of complaints , 
ifany, the Tahsildar shall, in necessary cases, submit the alteration 
memorandum to the District Collector for sanction . The changes in 
survey and settlement records shall be carried out only on receipt of 
orders sanctioning the alteration proposed in the memorandum . 

62. Technical scrutiny to be conducted by the Assistant Director in 
serlain cases. - In cases of alteration of areas involving correction of 
theodolite measurements , the technical scrutiny of the surrvey records 
shall be conducted by the Assistant Director of Survey and Land 
Records having ju isdiction over the area . 

63. Resurvey where there is no error in the measurements but the boundaries 
on ground disagree.--Where there is no error in the measurements, but 
the boundaries on ground disagree with the records, the field must 
be re-surveyed in accordance with the actual facts of enjoyinents , 
except in the case of poramboke , and each case will be dealt with on 
its own merits. 

64. Certain alterations in the village boundaries to be reported to the 
Director of Survey and Land Records. The traverse alteration referred to in

magnitude as to be perceptible on the map l = 16 miles shall be 
reported immediately to the Director of Survey and Land Records. 

OIRGINAL SURVEY AND RESURVEYS. 
65. Records to be prepared by the survey officer in the case of cadastral 
survey. For the cadastral survey of an area the follwing records shallbe 
prepared by the Survey Officer before, the completion of survey of 
such area is notified under sectioa 13 : 

(i) field register showing the number and area of each survey field 
and sub-division , and as far as ascertainable, the tenure and ownership 
of the same; 

(ii ) record of measurement or field measurement book plotted to 
scale and showing measurement taken for each field and sub - division ; 

(ii ) map, plotted to scale showing all su vey fields with import 
ant topographical details. 

66. Points to be demarcated with surrey marks.The following shall be 
the points to be durably demarcated with sur ey marks of the 
specifications prescribed under rules to 7 : 

(i). terminal points of traverse lines; 
(ii) bends and trijunctionsof all survey fields; 

(iii) bends on the boundaries ofGovernment lands inclusive of 
those vested in local bodies by the Government; 

(iv ) terminal points ofG. lines in street survey or town survey; 

(v) vertices of triangles formed during trigonometrical triangul 
ation with theodolite . 

67 Limils of enjoyment as seen on ground to be followed in demarcating 
boundaries in certain cases. -- In demarcating boundaries of new 
fields in unsurveyed tracts , 0 boundaries of sub -divisions 
created from an existing survey field or sub -division , the limits of 
enjoynuent as seen ou ground shall be followed as far as possible , unless 
there are valid documents to prove beyond all reasonable doubt that 
the boundaries have to be demarcated otherwise. The new fields 
created in unsurveyed tracts shall not ordinarily exceed 5 acres approxi 
mately in the case of wet lands and 10 acres approximately in the case 
of dry lands. 

68 Application for survey under section 5. - The application of the 
registered holder for survey under sect on 5 shall be in Form No. 15 
and shall be submitted to the Collector through the Tahsildar. Each 
such application must bear the cointersignature of the Village Officer of 
the village in which the property is situated and shall be 

accompanied 
by a cha an receipt of Five rupees under the appropr ate head. If the 
Collector, a ter such enquiry as he may deem fit, is satisfied that a 
survey under scct on 5 s necessary , he shallorder accordingly. 

69. Fe remitted under rul: 68 not to be refunded. --The fee remitted 
along with the applicat on referred to in rule 6 ) shall not be refunded 
urder any circumstances, 
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SURVEY OF MINOR CIRCUIT FIELDS 
70. Survey of Minor Circuit Field . - Before taking up the survey of a 
minor circut the procedure prescribed in the Kerala Survey and 
Boundaries Act shall be observed . The Tahsildar shall furnish 
revenue list and key maps, wherever available. 

73. Registered lands in minor circuits to be located with reference to runte 
records, etc.- All the registered lands within the minor circuit shall, as 
far as possible, be located with reference to revenue records, limits of 
enjoyment and documents of title. 

72. Excess area of possession to be cut off and sub -divided . If the exsting 
extent of possession of a registered holder is in excess of the registered 
extent, the excess area, if it exceeds the limit of 5 % subject to a 
maximum of s x cents, shall be cut off and separately sub-divided . 

73. Deficit extent of registered kolding to be made good. - If the existing 
extent of possession of a registered holder is less than the registered 
extent, the deficit, if it is less than 5 % or six cents whichever is less, 
shall be ignored ; but if the deficit exceeds the above limits the matter 
shall be brought to the notice of the appropriate authorities of the 
Revenue Department. 

74. Deficit in registered area in minor circuit. - If the registered area 
in a minor circuit field cannot be fully located as compact block , the 
matter shall be brought to the notice of the appropriate authoritics of 
the Revenue Department. 

75. Demarcation of Railways, etc.- Railways, Cart tracts, footpaths 
and channels which are now seen in the minor circuits shall be demar 
cated as such in the survey. As far as possible ,access shall be provided 
to each sub-division by utilising the Government lands available. 

76. Encroachments in minor circuits.- Encroachments in minor circuits 
shall be surveyed and demarcated after locating all the registries in 
the field . 

77. Provisions of sections 9, 10 and 13 to be followed before finalising 
survey in minor circuits...-Before the survey of minor circuit is made final, 
the provisions of sections, 9, 10 and 13 shall be followed . 

78. Surrey in minor circuits forming village sites . In the case of minor 
circuits forming village sites, the allowances prescribed in rules 72 and 
73 shallnot be allowed and survey shall be conducted strictly accord 
ing to enjoyment.

TOWN AND CITIES 
79. Form of notification under section 6. - Before demarcating bound 
aries, notification be issued in Form No. 16 or Form No. 17 as the 
case may be. 

80. Present limits of possession and enjoyment to be followed in demarcation 
of boundaries in minor circuits.-- In demarcating boundaries be ween 
registered holdings within a minor circuit, the present limits ofposses 
sion and enjoyment shall be followed 
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81. All sub-divisions to be accounted for measured and mapped.- All sub 
divisions as per the list furnished by the Tahsildar and the Commis 
sioner of the Municipality or Corporation as the case may be, 
shallbe accounted for, measured and mapped ; and sub -divisions not 
shown in the above list may also be measured and shown in the map , 
provided they are based on documents evidencing proprietary rights 
and they are in separate possession and enjoyment of the registered 
holders, or persons entitled to registry , where transfer of registry has 
not been affected. 

82. Survey of Porambokes and other Government lands. - Porambokes and 
other Government lands shall be first surveyed according to the 
existing shape seen on the ground and the areas calculated. The areas 
may either be found to be the same as or different from the settlement 
arca . In such cases, demarcation shall be confirmed according to the 
existing state of ground in the following cases only : 

(i) if the area is found to be the same as the settlement area , 

though the present widths are more or less than the 

widths recorded in the divide sketches ; 
(ü ) if the area is found to be more than the area recorded 

in the settlement register, though the present widths 
are not greater than the width recorded in the divide 

sketches ; 
(iii) if the area is found to be less than the area recorded in 

the settlement register , but thewidth is not less than 

that recorded in the divide sketches. 
83. Excess areas of adjoining sub- divisions to be added to porambokes and 
other Government lands. If the present areas and measurements of poram 
bokes and other Government lands are both less than the settlement 
areas and divide measurements respectively , and if the areas of the ad 
joining sub-divisions show any excess, such excess shall be added to the 
porambokes or other Government land and treated as encroachments 
as far as there is deficit in the recorded width of the poramboke or 
other Government lands. 

84. Field corners and bends of not less than one link to be offsetted.-- The 
field corners of registered holdings and bends of not less than one link 
shall be offsetted on the nearest traverse or chain line . 

RECOVERY OF COST 
85. (a) Recovery of cost to bemade only after completion of Survey . - Re 
covery of the cost of the operation prescribed in sub -section (3 ) of sec 
tion 6 of a specified area , in respect of which a notification under 
section 7 has been published shall be made only after the publication of 
notification under section 13 in Form No. 18 declaring that the survey 
has been completed . 

(b ) The cost of renewing a missing stone comprises of the follow 
ing items: - 

(i) The cost at the Village Depot of the stone of the required 

size and description , if the stones are available , and in 
other cases the cost of a stone in the locality fixed by 
the Tahsildar or any other Survey Ollicer, 
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(ii) All labour charges required for items such asmeasure 

ments in field, conveyance and planting of survey 
marks, costing of symbols and such other incidental items 

subject to a maximum of Rs. 2 per stone. 
(iii) A fixed charge ofRe. 1 per stone for the time and labour 

of the Government staff employed . 
(c) The cost of repairing a stone shall be the actual cost of the 
hired labour, subject to a maximum of Rs. 2 per stone, and also a fixed 
charge of Re. 1 per stone towards the time and labour of the Govern 
ment staff . 

(d ) The District Collectors and the Director of Survey and 
Land Records may in deserving cases enhance the cost of hired labour 
to actual expenses according to the requirements of the cases , irres 
pective of themaximum fixed above. 

(e) The cost of the renewal or repair of each survey marks shall 
be apportioned in equal proportion among the Registered Holders of 
all fields touching the stone required or renewed. 

86. Manner of recovery of cost.-- Recovery of the cost of the survey 
operations prescribed in sub-section (3) of section 6 shall be made 
according to the rules 95 and 96 . 

87. Notice of recovery - When charges are recoverable under 
sub-section (5 ) of section 6 or section 7 notice of the determination and 
apportionment shall be served through the revenue authorities in 
Form No. 19 . 

88. Notices in the case of survey works undertaken by the L.R.M. staff. 
In the case of survey works undertaken by the L.R.M. staff, the 
Town Surveyor or Taluk Surveyor or Revenue Inspector shall prepare 
the notices. 

89. Appellate authorities.- The copies of the notice or order served 
under rule 87 shall be returned and appeals if any against such decision 
or order shall be disposed of by the following authorities : 

(i) where the decision or order as the case may be, is of the 
Town Surveyors, Taluk Surveyors or Revenue Inspectors, by the 
Tahsildar of the Taluk ; 

( ii) where the decision or order as the case may be, is of the 
Head Surveyor , or Superintendent of Survey and Land Records in the 
range offices or in special survey parties in the Range offices, by 
authority to whom such officer is immediately subordinate . 

90. Issue of notices and demand statements ---After disposal of appeals 
under section 11 or sub-section (3) of section 16 , Notices in Form No. 3 
shall be served on the parties concerned and the demand statement in 
Form No. 20 or Form No. 21, as the case may be, shall be furnished to 
the District Collector by the Assistant Director of Survey and Land 
Records in charge of the Range or the Tahsildar, as the casemay be, 
for further action in the matter of recovery. 

91. Form of order under section 15( 1) and notice under section 6 (5). 
The order for recovery under sub-section ( 1) of section 15 shall be in 
Form No. 2 and the notice under sub-section (5 ) section 16 shall be in 
Form No. 19 . 
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92. Fees for transfer of registry. In the case of sub-divisions for 
transfer of registry falling under rule 24, the following shall be the 
rates of fees payable by the applicant along with the application : 

(i) two rupees for subdivision to be surveyed . (or) 

(ii) two rupees for the first one acre or fraction thereof and one 
rupee for every additional acre or fraction thereof,whichever is higher. 

93. Power of District Collector to enhance rates.- In cases which are 
really difficult involving much labour and expenditure where the above 
rates are not workable , enhanced rates may be fixed by the District 
Collector 

94. Fees for pointing out boundaries .- Whenever the boundaries of 
survey fields or sub -divisions thereofalready surveyed and mapped have 
to be pointed out to the registered holders on their application, fee at 
the following rates shall be payable: 

Two rupees (Rs. 2) for every boundary line of the field or sub 
division thereof. In cases which are really difficult involving much 
labour and expenditure where the above rates are not workable , 
enhanced rates may be fixed by the District Collector . 

95. Apportionment of charges under section 6 (5 ) and 7. - When a survey is 
ordered under section 4 or section 5 and the charges determined under 
Sub -section 5 of section 6 or section 7 for any village or part 
of any village, such charges shall be apportioned on the land surveyed 
in proportion to the area thereof as ascertained in the manner specificd 
below : 

(i) The area of the fields for which the holders have supplied 

labour and survey marks, shall be deducted from total area 

dealt with ; 
( ii) one acre of wet land shall be cons dered as equivalent to a 

field of one and a half acre of dry or other classes of land 
except wet land. In Cocoanut gardens of the coastal 
regions where on account of the difficulties for survey one 
acre of dry land shall be considered as equivalent to one acre 
ofwet land . All fields of over 50 acres in extent shall be 
charged at one-fourth of the acreage rate adopted for dry 

land . 
(iii) The total charges shall be divided by the total area in acres 

in terms of dry land calculated according to the formula in 
clause (ii). The rate of charge per acre of dry or other 

classes of land except wet land having been thus determined , 
that for wet land shall be computed at half as much again as the rate 
for dry land, and that for fields of over 50 acres in extend , shall be 
computed at one-fourth of the rate for dry land of that extend . The 
charges shall be recovered from the egistered holders at the rate so 
computed , Government being treated as registered holders of 
unoccupied lands. 

96. Rate to be determined as soon as survey is completed. The determi 
nation of the rates at which the charges have to be levied shall begin 
as soon as the survey of one or more villages has been completed . 

97. Demand to be sent to the Revenue Department for collection . The 
demand together with a list of the excluded fields shall be send to the 
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Revenue Department for collection . The balance of the cost relating 
to the surveyed area shall be carried forward for apportionment in the 
succeeding month . 

98. Procedure of collection in Revenue Department.-As soon as each 
demand is received , the Tahsildar shall work out the demand separa. 
tely for cach holding and forward the demand rotice in duplicate to 
the Village Officer for collection . 

99. Calculation of average rates in case of town surveys.- In the case of 
town surveys, the average rate for the recovery of the cost of stones 
and hired labour shall be calculate in the following manner: 

(i) The blocks into which the town has been divided during 

survey , will be classified as close , medium and open 
according to the numbe: of houses in them . An acre of 
close area shall be considered as equivalent to 4 acres of 

medium and 12 acres of open arca . 
(ii) The total charges shall be divided by the total area in acres in 

termsof open area . The acreage rate for which area having 
been determined, that for medium arca shall be computed 
at three times the rate for open arca and that for close area 

at twelve times such rate . 
(ii) The determination of the rate at which the charges have to 

be levied shall bemade when the mapping of the town has 
been completed. The demand shall be sent to the Revenue 

Department for collection . 
(iv ) in determining the demand against the municipality, the 

charges in respect of the lands owned by, vested in , or 
alienated to the municipality shall be worked out and only 
two thirds of the cost beingmet from the municipality , the 

remaining one-third being borne by the Government. 
100. No deduction in case of surveys under section 4 or section 7: - In the 
case of surveys ordered under section 4 or section 7, no deduction shall 
be made and theprinciples of apportionment shall be modified to that 
extent only .

SCHEME FOR THE RELIEF AND REHABILITATION OF 

THE VICTIMS OF SEA EROSION IN THE STATE 

The coastal areas of the State are vulnerable to sea erosion . Much 
havoc is caused almost every year hy such crosion. 
2 . The State has to face this calamity in two ways: 

(1) By taking preventive measures to check further sea 
erosion , 

(2 ) By providing relief measures to the persons when they are 
affected by sea erosion . 

3 This scheme deals with the measures for affording relief to per 
sons when they are affected by sea erosion. It is obvious that it 
cannot be casily foreseen as to where sea erosion would take place and 
hence a general scheme will have to be crafted in all coastal villages 
for implementation as and when the necessity arises. The following 
scheme may be broadly adopted : 

(1) Intimation and Immediate action . - When sea erosion occurs, 
Gramasevak of the area will inform the Tahsildar of the occurrence 
the Village Officer /Revenue Inspector /Revenue Supervisor /or the 
immediately and organise at local level such assistance as can be 
mustered. The Tahsildar or in his absence the Headquarters 
Tahsildar will immediately send a message to the District Collector , 

Deputy 
Executive Engineer ( Irrigation ) and the Revenue Divisional Officer and 
will proceed to the spot to take personal charge of the situation and 
direct relief. He should take along with him the Local P. W.D. 
Officers , the Block Development Officer, the Police Officers and others 
who may be of help to tackle the situation . On reaching the spot he 
must take charge of the situation and direct relief. 

(2) Evacuation. One ofthe immediate problems of sca -erosion might 
be that of evacuation of families on the scashore and adjoining places 
to places of safety. In this , as far as possible, not only the persons, but 
their belongings including cattle etc., have to be evacuated . То 
expedite such evacuation and to place it on an organised footing, 
the Tahsildar and Revenue Divisional Officer would have done well to 
keep a list of educational and other institutions near such localities as 
are vulnerable to sca -erosion , where these people can be accommo 
dated temporarily . As soon 

is decided upon the 
Tahsildar along with others should make immediate arrangements in 
these institutions for their accommodation , organise distribution of food 


as evacuation 
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and ensure proper sanitary arrangements. As sca -erosion occurs 
almost every year, it should be possible for the local officers to study 
features of such erosion and prepare a scheme for organising relief in all 
the costalvillages. The Collector and the Revenue Divisional Officer 
should scrutinise the schemes onco every year during January and issue 
necessary instructions to make them up -to-date . 

(3) Conveyance. - In order to arrange evacuation , the problem of 
conveyance has to be tackled . There may be casualties injured and 
sick persons, invalids, young and old , and pregnant women . 
them have to 

o be evacuated to the places of safety . Resourcefulness is 
needed to organise at short notice such evacuation programmes . All 
vehicles, boats etc. asmay be available nearby should be requested for 
and utilised. All the Departmental vehicles which can be spared for 
the timebeing should be requisitioned and utilised so as to ensure safety 
to the lives of those who are affected. 

(4) Salvage operation . In the case of building materials, cattle , 
utensils and other things washed away by the infuriated waves, 
salvage will have to be arranged . Immediate arrangements will have 
to be made to gather all materials lost, and to return thesame to the 
respective owners on proper identification . The Revenue Divisional 
Officer of the area assisted by the Tahsildar and Block Development 
Officer will be in charge of the entire process of evacuation until the 
victims are housed in temporary shelters 

(5) Law and order. -When sea erosion is aggressive and the whether 
absolutely bad, people are likely to be agitated in their minds and 
panicky conditions may prevail. They will have to be given safety 
and advice. The local Village Officers and others present will have to 
restore confidence and 
Unsocial elements who are likely to take a ferares should 

act in a manner worthy of their presence in the 
be prevented by mobilising local police officers, home-guards and such 
other volunteers ofrepute to keep close watch over the property in the 
area affected and to help in the evacuation operations The Revenue 
Divisional Officer and the Deputy Superintendent of Police of the area 
will make necessary arrangements for bundobust in the area and in 
temporary shelters. 

(6 ) Supply of food, clothing etc .--Majority of people residing in coastal 
arcas are fishermen and other poor people. Therefore supply of food 
in the temporary shelter is an obligation on the part of the authorities 
and the came will have to be arranged at Government expenses. 
There are standing orders on 

the subject. People affected by 
such distress should be rendered assistance iminediately by way of 
supply of gruel or free ration of such standard , as may be necessary , 
Sufficient quantity of rice to feed them with Kanji and other gruci 
will have to be arranged from Fair Price Shops or from open market 
whichever is immediately feasible. Firewood and other things neces 

preparing food have to be arranged. The services of 
voluntary organisations such as the 
Village Volunteer Force etc., must be mobilised and steps taken for 
organising the relief with immediate effect. The local othcials should 
display initiative and take responsibility in this regard. As long as the 
relief organised is not on a lavish scale and is limited to the barest and 
decentminimum requirement, they should have confidence in that

their action will be ratified . The Revenue Divisional Officer and the 
Collector should look into the aspects as soon as they visit the spot and 
satisfy themselves that relief had been organised satisfactorily and that 
there had been no shirking of responsibility. They will after their 
visit of course issue suitable instructions for the further continuance of 
relief and seek orders of Board of Revenue and Government wherever 
necessary . 

(7) Medical and Sanitary arrangements. - An important aspect of any 
evacuation programme is the provision ofracdical aid to the victims. 
The unfavourable conditions of the weather and the congregation of 
persons in a single building might affect the health of the victims, 
especially the young and sick ones. Necessary medical aid will have 
to be 

provided by the Medical Officer of theGovernment Hospital or 
the Dispensaries situated in the concerned area . The Tahsildar in 
consultation with theMedical Officers should prepare a list of Hospitals 
casily made available and requisition their help whereva necessary . 

The Public Health Department will be in chargeofSanitary arrange 
ments at the temporary shelters and will 

I provide necessary urinals and 
latrines. Special caution will have to be taken by the Medical Officer 
to check and prevent contagious disease spreading among the evacuees . 
Where there is no necessarymedicine or equipment for treatment of the 
patients and injured persons, the medical authorities should arrange 
conveyance to take the victims to the next nearest Hospital or Dispen 
sary 

where facilities for treatment exist. The District Medical Officer 
and his assistants will be in charge of all these arrangements under 
Medical and Sanitation . 

(8) Rehabilitation .--As soon as the fury of the sea abates, usually the 
victimswill return from the shelter to their original abode, if these are 
not completely washed away, and repair the damages caused to their 
houses. In such cases there are instructions even now to give financial 
assistance to repair and construct houses. The Tahsildar should take 
the assistance of the Block 

Officer and other officials and 
prepare a detailed list ofhouses 

by the sea erosion with a view 
to assessing the damage caused and the help that could be rendered . 
Where there are persons whose house sites are permanently lost due to 
sca erosion , steps should be taken to rehabilitate by 
house sites in Government land available for assignment. The Tahsil 

providing 
dar will find out such Government lands in the vicinity and give them 
to the deserving victims in accordance with the rules. If rules have 
to be relaxed ,hemay take the orders of his superior officer who in 
turn will address the Government for ratification . Proximity to 

the 
sea is an economic element for the livelihood of fishermen, who consti 
tute the bulk of the victims. Naturally these people will hesitate to 
move away from their original abude. Such people will have to be 
rehabilitated safely, as near as possible to the sca , in areas which are 
not valnerable to sea erosion so that their mode of life is not retarded 
or jeoparadised . 

For those who are poor , grants for construction of houses will be 
sanctioned under Famine Relief and Settiement Schemes. Others will 
be granted loans under Rural Housing Projects. Facilities for construc 
tion ofhouses will also be extended to those, whose houses are darnaged 
or destroyed by sea erosion .

(i ) The Steel Priority Committee should determine the priority 

requirements to bemet out of imports and fix bulk allocations 
of foreign exchange for each group to cover these requirements . 
For the balance of foreign exchange available, import licences 
should be issucd to Government stockyards or other selected 
stockists for sale in the free market. The system of barter 
imports of steel should be stopped and privileges given to 

established importers should also be withdrawn. 
3. After careful consideration of the Committee s report in consulta 
tion with different interests concerned , Goverment of India have taken 
the following decisions;

In exercise of the powers conferred by Clause 17 of the Iron and 
Steel (Control) Order 1956, the Central Government is pleased to give 
the following directions as to the procedure to be followed by the con 
cerned authorities in connection with the distribution of Iron and 
Steel. These directives will take effect immediately . 

Controlled and free categories 
2. With immediate effect, statutory control over prices and distri 
bution of iron and steelmaterials other than the following will be with 
drawn: 

(i) Pig iron including ingot moulds and bottom plate. 
( ii) Billets including tin bars. 
(iii) Tinplates. 
(iv ) Black Sheets ( Plain ) including Coils .. 

(v ) Black Sheets (corrugated) . 
(vi) Galvanised sheets (Plain ). 
(vii ) 

Galvanised sheets (corrugated ). 
(viii ) Plates. 
( ix ) Skelp . 
(x ) Hoops and wide strips. 
( xi) Defective material of any of the above noted categories. 
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The above mentioned categories will be known as "controlle 
categories and all others as free categories . 

System of Indenting and Planning 
3. A Joint Plant Committee is hereby constituted with the following 
personnel to take over the functions at present performed by the Iron 
and Steel Controller in regard to planning and distribution of incenis 
and rolling programme. 

(1 ) Iron and Steel Controller - Chairman . 
(2 ) Onc representative of each main steel plant i. e., 

Tata Iron and Steel Co., Ltd., Indian Iron and Steel Co., 

Ltd., Hindustan Steel Ltd., Rourkela, Hindustan Steel 

Ltd., Bhilai, Hindustan Steel Ltd., Durgapur. 
(3) A representative of the Railway Ministry . 

The Joint Plant Committee may obtain from the producers, 
indentors and the authorised dealers such information and data as at 
may require in connection with the planning of production , scrutiny of 
indents and allocation to different plants. The Joint Pant Committee 
may also form such statistical and other units as may be necessary lor 
this purpose. 

The Committee will handle all indents for controlled categories and 
such indents of free categories as are to be exccuted by the main steel 
plants. Indents for free categories wbich are to be procured from the 
Rc- rolling Mills and Secondary producers including Mysore Iron and 
Steel Ltd., will not be handled by th s Comni ice. The Committee 
may 

formulate terms and conditions which are to be filled b . the 
indentors of decontrolled 

categories for 
The Commit ee should give wide publicity to the procedure to be 

acceptand 

e of indents by diem . 
followed by the indestors in this regard and introduce revied forms 
of indeuts, if neces ary . Meann hile they will a cept indents in the 
forms at present laid down by the Iron and Steel Cntroller ad also 
adopt the current indenting procedure laid down by h m . 

Distribution of Controller categories 
The existing system of distribution of controlled categories will 
continue with the exception that all indents supported by quot enti 
tlements shall be sent to the Join Plant Committee ins ead of the Irin 
and Steel Controller. Joint Plant Committee will . Iso plan ind nts 
for tinplates on Tinplate Co., of India and Mests.Khemchand 
Rajkumar and indents for cotton and jute baling hoops on Ms. J. K. 
Inaterial. The producers of "inplates and hoops shall not sell their 
products excet against plannings by the Joint l lant Committee. 

The Joint Plant Committee will not deal with indents for Box 
Strappings or narrow Cold Rolled Strips which will be treated as free 
categories. 

Quota Allocations 
The Iron and Steel Controller will communicate bu k six monthly 
allocations of different controlled categories to tie sponsoring authori. 
ties, with the approval of the Department of Iron and Steel. Before 
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to 


making these bulk allocations, the Iron and Steel Cont oller will make 
a rea istic estim te f the domes ic production in consultation with the 
producer so that backlog of ordesante poducers is always kept 
at an optimum level. Iron a d Steel Controlier wil Iso collect 
dema ds from the Spo:as ring Authorities and those of the priority 
tiuns will bema e ouily to the extent of anticipated domestic produc 
ti n. Suppies ofimported steel will normaliy supplement indigenous 
supplies . " Allocation of imported steel will be made by the Iron and 
Steel Controller the general approval of the Strel Priority Com . 
mittee, particularly with regard to requirements of priority indentors. 
On receipt of bu k allocations, the Sponsoring Authorities will send a 
cons lidated statemeat of quota entitlement of individual consumers 
to the Joint Pant Com :ri tee and also intimate the entitlements to 
their indents 
the consumer concerned . These quota hulders shou d then submit 

the Joint Plant Committee supported by the original 
letter of quota entitlement issued to them by the Sponsoring Authori 
ties. The quota -holders whose entitlements are too small to be indent 
ed for on the producers direct will be required to book their orders 
through stockists as at present. The present system of procurement 
and distribution of state uotas through Registered Stockists will 
continue with regard to all Controlled categories. 

Steel Priority Committee . 
A standing Steel Priority Committee is hereby set up with the 
following personnels : 

1. Secretary, Department of Iron and Steel- Chairman. 
2. Secretary, Department of Technical Development. 
3. Secretary, Planning Commiss.on . 
4. Secretary, Ministry of Finance (Dept. of Economic Affairs) . 

5. Iron and Steel Controller - Member - Secretary. 

The Secretariat of the Priority Committee will be located in the 
department of iron and steel. This secretariat will evolve forms in 
which various Min stries and Departments ent tled to apply for priority 
allocations, will submit their demands on a six monthly basis. The 
demands to be considered for priority grading are the following: 

Priority A. Defence demands which will be collated , screened and 
submitted to the Secretariat of the Priority Committee by the Mini try 
of Defence . 

Priority B. Railways, Transport and Communications, Basic 
Industries, Agricul ure, Small-scale Industries and important projects. 
These demands will be colated, screened and sponsored by the Mini 
stries of the Central Gove nment re pons ble for the matters mentioned 
above. The Stel Priority Committees will, betore taking decision 
about six monthly allocation of priorities, generally held discuss.ons 
with the Sponsoring Ministres. 

Distribution Agencies. 
It has been decided to abolish the present system of controlled and 
re i tered stuck olders n so far as dist. ibution of fice categories are 
cncerned. The producers are, fice to recognise any one as a trader 
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in steel of free categories after satisfving them elves of his credentials. 
Such traders will be known as authorised dealers. Authorised dealers 
can be appointed either by the Jo nt Plant Committee or by the 
individual producers . Whereas free categories of steel can be indented 
for by a dealer even if he is not an authorised dealer ,the indents for 
controlled categories will be accepted by the Joint Plant Committce 
trolled and registered stockholders. These stockholders dealing in 
controlled categories willbe required to sell such materials at prices 
fixed by the Iron and Steel Centroller and only to persons holding 
quota entitlements . For the time being, therefore, the existing con 
trolled and registered stockholders will all continue to deal with 
controlled categories as at present and their existing termsand condi 
tions of appointment will be continued to be operative until these are 
altered by the Iron and Steel Contioller. 

Pricing . 
The prices of controlled categories of steel will be fixed by the 
Iron and Steel Controller with the approval of the CentralGovernment 
as at present. The present 3 column price structure for controlled 
categories will also continue unaltered for the time being. There will 
be no free or open market for controlled categories of steel. 

In the case of free categories, Government will not fix prices. The 
Joint Plant Committee may determine, announce and list prices - base 
prices as well as extras - from time to time. There will be ex -works 
prices. In order to continue the present system under which buyers of 
Steel all over the country pay the same railway freight irrespective of 
the 

distance from the source of supply, the Joint Plant Committee 
should add a fixed element of equalised freight to the cr-works prices 
anounced from time to time. The main producers will continue to pay 
the actual freights and will make appropriate adjustments with the 
Freight Equalisation Fund to be administrated by the Joint Plant 
Committee. The Joint Plant Committee will perform the function of 
freight equalisation for controlled categories also . 

Re-rolling Industry . 
The re-rolling industry will be supplied billets at uniform f.or. 
destination prices. The Iron and Steel Centoller will make bulk six 
monthly allocations to cach individual re-roller and communicate 
these allocations to the Joint Plant Committer, the re-rollers concerned 
and the Steel Re-rolling Mills Association . To the extent of these 
allocators, the Joint Plant l ommit:ee will accept indents from the 
individual re-r fler and arrange forssupply at price fixed Ly the Iron 
and Steel Controller. The e will, lowevt, bero planning of 

any 
indent on the re-rollers by the Joint Plant Committee, or the Iron anů 
Steel Controller and they will be free to book orders from any 
consumers or trader . There willal o be no equalisation of fie iglt for 
there-rol ers who are free to fix their own prices. The sice re-rolling 
mills association , however,may annou ce and list thic rrices fiom time 
to time for general in foima ion The Iron and Steel Cotroller will 
ensure that the main producers fix a reaso able pr ce for bars and rods 
and that such prices do not cause undue hardship to re- rollers, 
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Wire Drawing Units . 
The products of the wire drawing units i.e. all types of drawn wires 
and wire products are treated as f.ee categories. Control over both 
price and distribution of these materials, therefore, stands withdrawn . 

Equalisation Fund. 
Consequent on the removal of statutory control over price of the 
bulk of steel production and the decision to entrust freight equalisation 
to the Joint Plan Committee , there is no further need to continue the 
operation of the Equalisation Fund.

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 6 (i) (k ) of the 
Indian Ports Act, 1908 (Central Act XV of 1908), the Government of 
Kerala hereby make the following amendments to the Port Cargo 
Boat Rules issued under Notification No. PWC . 4-3496 /55/PWC . dated 

18-10-1955 published in Gazette No. 42 dated 25-10-1955, the same 
having been previously published as required by sub section 2 of section 
6 of the said Act, namely : 

AMENDMENTS 
In the said rules 
1. The following proviso shall be added to Rule 1 namely : - 

" Provided that the Registering officer in respect of boats 
propelled by mechanical power, at all ports shall be the State Port 
Officer, Trivandrum " . 

2. After sub rule (1) of rule 2 the following shall be inserted as 
sub -rule (ii) the existing sub rules (ii) and (iii) being renumbered as 
sub rules (iii ) and (iv ) namely : 

" (ii) Every boat propelled by mechanical power shall be 
surveyed by the Registering Officer every year prior to the renewal 
of its licence or when the boat is required to ply for hire at any port” . 

3. The existing rule 10 shall be renumbered as sub- rule (i) of Rule 
10 , and the following shall be inserted as sub rule (ii) namely : 

" (ii) All major repairs to the boiler , machinery or hull of a 
registered boat shall be subject to the supervision of the Engineer and 
Ship Surveyor, Cochin . The master, owner or owners of such boat 
shall before the commencement of the repairs pay the fees and other 
expenses to the Engineer and Ship Surveyor. 

Explanation .- For the purpose of this sub rule the State Port 
Officer shall decide whether a particular work should be regarded as 
major repairs or not and his decision shall be final" . 

4. The existing rule 25 shall be renumbered as sub -rule (i) of rule 
25 and the following shall be inserted as sub -rulo ( ii) namely : 

" (i ) In addition to the fees prescribed in sub rule (i) a fee of 
Rs. 48 shall be levied for surveying a boat propelled by mechanical 
power on cach occasion it is required to be surveyed that is, at the time 
of issue of licence for the first time and at the time of its renewal 
annually . The entire fees so collected shall be paid to the officer 
surveying the boat." 

5. After rule 25 the following shall be inserted as rules 25A, 25B and 
25C , namely : 
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25.4 . Every mechanically propelled boat shall when in use and 

whether plying for hire or not have on board at least one 

master or syrang and one engineer or engine driver . 
(a) Possessing a certificate of competency in the form in Appen 

dix A granted by the Stato Port Officer , Trivandrum , in 
respect of boats propelled by motor or steam engines as the 
case may be after examination by him , in the case ofmasters 
and syrangs, and by the Mechanical-cum -Electrical Engi 
neer of the PortDepartment in the case 

Engincers and 
Engine Drivers ; or 
(b ) Possessing a suitable certificate granted under the Inland 

Steam Vessels Act, 1917 or the Merchant Shipping Act, 

1958 (Act 44 of 1958). 
25B. (i) Every applicant for a certificate of competency as 

master or syrang shall be not less than 21 years of age 
and shall have served for not less than 3 years in a boat 

propelled bymechanical power. 
Every applicant for a certificate of competency as engineer 

or engine driver shall be not less than 21 years of age 

and 
(a ) have served an apprenticeship in the making or repairing 

of steam or motor cagines and have served for two years 
in a vessel propelled by engines similar to those of the 

vessel in respect of which the certificate is required ; or 
(b ) have served for 3 years in a vessel propelled by engine 

similar to those of the vessel in respect of which the 

certificate is required . 
(ii) (a) Persons applying for certificates of competency for em 

ployment in boats other than Government boats as 
Master or Syrang / Engineer or Engine driver shall submit 
their application through the owners concerned to the 
Port Conservator having jurisdiction over the Port in 
which the craft is plying. The Port Conservator shall 
transmit the application to the State Port Officer, Trivan . 
drum with his recommendations as to the suitability of 
the candidate to be examined for the certificates 

required . 
(b ) The applicants shall be examined by State Port Officer or 

Mechanical-cum -Electrical Engineer at the respective 
Ports. When an app icant is declared by the State Port 
Officer or theMechanical-cum -Electrical Engineer of the 
Port Department to have qualified for the certificate 
applied for, he will be required to pay Rs. 20 for the same. 
On payment of this amount the necessary certificate in 
the form in Appendix A will be prepared and granted by 

the State Port Officer.

examination . 
25C . Every motor boat shall be provided with a sand box and 

an approved patent fire extinguisher of suitable capacity 
for extinguishing fire.
